Shot through the shoulder, the 
ball lodging in the heart and dead in 
less than five minutes was the fate 
Pete Taylor, a negro, met Saturday 
night, while on his knees, not pray- 
ing, but shooting crap3. His mur- 
derer, was a man of his own color, 
by the name of Ed Browder. As 
soon as he fired the fatal shot Brow- 
der "took to the woods," and up to 
yesterday morning was at large. 

The killing took place on the farm 
of Mr. J. R. Candle, about 8 miles 
from the city on the Canton pike. 
A negro "Festival" had been gotten 
up for Saturday night at one of 
the negro cabins on Mr. Candle's 
farm. There was quite a gathering 
of the colored people from the neigh- 
boring farms and the usual "High 
old time" was on. Finally a crap 
game was put into the list of amuse- 
ments. There were, it is said, about 
15 negroes engaged in the game, 
among them Ed Browder and his 
victim, Peter Taylor. 

The game gradually grew more 
interesting to those engaged in it, 
especially to the above named. 
Browder called Taylor, it is said, ' a 

liar and dared Taylor to repeat 

it, which he did. Without rising 
from his knees Browder reached 
round to his hip pocket and drew his 
pistol and fired one shot at Taylor. 
That was enough. Taylor fell over 
on his side without having risen from 
his knees, in which position he had 
been throwing the ivory cubes. His 
game was up almost instantly, and 
the cold-blooded murderer was mak- 
ing his way through the fields. 

Of course the evening's "entertain 
ment" was brought to a rather ab- 
rupt conclusion, but there was no 
great surprise, as these "festibuls," 
which are, in the summer months, 
quite common .[usually have a tragic 
ending. 

Coroner Allensworth was notified 
and went down Sunday morning and 
held an inquest, the verdict of which 
is given below: 

"We, the jury summoned by J. L. 
Allensworth to inquire into the cause 
of the death of Peter Taylor, find 
that he'was shot by Ed Browder, the 
ball taking effect in the right shoul- 
der, ranging toward his heart, caus 
ing Peter Taylor's death. We fur- 
ther find that Ed Browder was not 
tifiable in said shooting, charging 
him with willful murder.
